ENGINEERING CONDITIONS IN PERU. 
Lima, Peru, March 7, 1906. 

Editor: At the present time there is con- 
siderable railroad work in prospect in South 
America. The Peruvian Government is ne- 
gotiating a loan of £3,000,000 ($14,580,000) 
with the German-Transatiantique Banco. If 
the loan is made it is understood that Speyer 
Bros., of London, get 25%; a percentage is 
subscribed by a French banking house. 
There is great opposition to the loan as the 
people do not want the government to go 
into debt, but if the loan is made and the 
money expended in an intelligent manner by 
engineers appointed by the bond holders, it 
will be an excellent thing for the country. 
The Peruvian Corporation, Ltd., of Lima, 
is to rebuild several miles of the Pacasinayo 
Ry Some reconstruction of the line in 
Lima is contemplated. The Bajada Electric 
Ry., extending from Alto La Paz to La Paz, 
is in operation now; considerable of this line 
is on a 7% grade, overcoming a difference in 
elevation of 1,500 ft. in total length of line. 
The Peruvian Corporation is building a 
%00-ton steamer to operate on Lake Titicaca, 
between Puno and Guaqui, as the two small 
steamers in use at present cannot handle the 
business. Several companies have been or- 
ganized in Peru to develop irrigation pro- 
jects The Antofagasta Ry. Co. is building 
two or three short branch lines to the salt- 
peter and tin mines. This company also has 
been making surveys in southern Bolivia 
with a view to building a branch to Potosi. 
There are several short lines projected in 
Chili, and bids have been opened for the 
building of the Arica-La Paz Ry. In Bo- 
livia the government has in view the con- 
struction of 800 miles of railway, but from 
a personal knowledge of the situation, would 
suggest that this project is not considered 
a conservative investment. 

I would like to say a word about engineers 
coming here If one is experienced, can 
stand ‘‘roughing it,’’ is willing to study the 
language and can make up his mind to stay 
in the country it is all right to come; other- 
wise it is a waste of time, money and not 
fair to the people who pay $400 or $500 gold 
to bring a man to this section of the con- 
tinent. But an engineer coming here should 
have an iron-clad contract for at least one 
year’s work, all expenses paid from the time 
he leaves the United States until he returns, 
otherwise he actually loses money by coming 
here. An engineer in the United States, who 
has a family, is much better off when 
earning $125 or $150 and expenses than a 
man here at $300 and expenses, as it will cost 
for a family of two here from $200 to $250 
to live respectably; or for two persons board- 
ing in a family hotel, it will cost about $125 
gold Then the extras and extremely high 
price for the necessities of life run the cost 
up so there is nothng left (and that doesn’t 
take into consideration that it costs a man 
$250 gold or more to bring his wife here and 
the same cost for return trip to the United 
States). Very truly, Engineer.
